I was stationed at McConnell AFB in Wichita 1954-57 as a B47 Instructor 
Navigator... B models at first (no ejectioin seat for the navigators), then 
the E models (nav seat ejected downward). The primary nav system was the "K" 
system, built by General Mills, AKA the Betty Crocker Bombsight. The servo 
amps, etc., were plug-in modules containing tubes-lots of them, and they did 
run HOT! One could put a can of Campbell's soup on top of the large servo amp 
at takeoff, and in 20 minutes it was boiling... you had to remember to punch a 
hole in the can first... too many in-flight explosions of soup and other such 
cans, so the practice was prohibited. 


Soup aside, these were the wonderful days of my youth (25) and we thought the 
B47 was the best damn ship in the fleet. I saw one years later parked aside a 
B52, and how it had shrunk! 

Will have to do that museum one day...
